Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine contains two sequences of sexual activity involving the same woman 
with two different men. The portrayal of the woman as sexually insatiable and servile 
to the gratification of males is considered to be mitigated by the active stance which 
she asserts, pouting and posing throughout. The magazine is dominated by explicit 
shots of sexual activity. 

For this reason, the Classification Office considers that the unrestricted availability of 
the publication would be harmful to the public good. This consideration is balanced 
with the freedoms and rights outlined in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. The restriction to an adult audience under the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed 
by law to avoid harm being caused to the public good. 

The magazine is therefore classified as objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years due to the 
explicit sexual activity presented. 
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
